Hancock Road 
Opened After 
Long Project 


Route 66 in Hancock C ou n ty- 
closed 17 months for exteniive con­ 
struction including widening and 
re-routing — was opened for traf­ 
fic at noon today. 


O. A. Trout, engineer of District 
6 at Moundsville, told officials at 
the State Highway Garage at Pugh- 
town that barricades were to be 
removed today to permit full traf­ 
fic on the 2.3-mile project between 
Newell and New Cumberland. 
Heavy equipment of the W. A. 
Wilson *& Sons Construction Co., 
began the extensive construction 
project in May 1957. Completion 
of the $569,169 project is expected 
within the next few days, with only 
guardrails on one side of the road­ 
way still to be installed. 
Improvements began on a stretch 
of road south of Waterford Park 
and included re-routing as far as 
the New Cumberland city lim its, 
eliminating 
a 
dangerous 
hairpin 
turn near the Crescent Brick Co. 
Centerlines and sidelines have 
been painted on the asphaltic sur­ 
face. Trout urged motorists to “ use 
extrem e caution” as guardrails are 
not yet installed on a “ very dan­ 
gerous west side of the road.” 
On new* grades* the road will be 
36 feet wide with 2 lanes for traf­ 
fic heading north and one lane for 
descending traffic. The road is 24 
feet wide between grades. Heavy 
traffic to Waterford Park was re­ 
routed over secondary roads dur­ 
ing the construction period.

4 P.M. Deadline Set 
For Civilian Ballots 


Civilian absentee and disabled 
voters’ ballots issued for Tuesday's 
general election are expected to 
total nearly 500 at the deadline this 
afternoon at 4. 
Persons who obtain the ballots in 
the last-m inuie rush have until 
noon Friday to return them to the 
County Election Board’s office on 
W. 6th St. The ballots will be dis­ 
tributed to the proper precincts 
when the board passes out election 
supplies for polling places. 
At the start of business t h i s 
morning, the Election Board had 
issued 462 of the civilian ballots. It 
also had distributed 97 under the 
Ohio “ soldier voting” law to per­ 
sons in the armed forces or civil­ 
ians residing temporarily outside 
the United States. 
Under state law, the so • called 
“ soldier ballots” m ay be issued un­ 
til noon Saturday. They may be 
returned as late as noon on E lec­ 
tion Day. 
Frank R O’Hanlon, clerk of the 
board, said the demand for early 
ballots is “heavy,” but will not 
break any records. He pointed out 
that the board issued 1.198 in all 
for the 1956 general election—900 
civilian ballots and 298 to service 
personnel.

Board Urges 
Levy Passage 
At Wellsville 


■ 
W ellsville voters will ballot on a 


new 3-mill school operating levy 


at Tuesday’s election 
and t h e 


Board of Education today made 


an appeal for its passage. 


The revenue will be designated 


for operating expenses but will be 


earmarked for salaries, according 


to Earl Bake, president. The levy 


will be for five years and w ill pro­ 


vide an estim ated $27,000 annually. 


This will give the teachers an 
estim ated $300 increase. No other 
W ellsville school levies will be on 
the ballot this year. 


Bake pointed out that in a re­ 
cent survey it was found W ells­ 
ville has the lowest salary sched­ 
ule in the surrounding district. A 
state report on salaries of 137 city 
school districts shows W ellsville 
listed in 134th place, Bake said. 


W ellsville lost IO teachers dur­ 
ing the 1957-58 term with 5 going 
to better paying jobs in other dis­ 
tricts. 


Located as it is between East 
Liverpool 
and now Stanton Lo­ 
cal, W ellsville will have a greater 
difficulty in recruiting new teach­ 
ers, board m em bers said. Stanton 
Local, through tax revenue from 
the Ohio Edison Co. power plant 
at Stratton, w ill soon be one of 
the richest districts in the state 
and will be able to bid for the best 
teachers, according to the board. 


Bake said in the past W ellsville 
has been able to maintain a very 
good state rating in teacher train­ 
ing standards. “ If som e of these 
experienced and well-trained teach­ 
ers should be lost to other dis­ 
tricts, they would be very hard to 
replace at the present s a l a r y 
schedule,” he said. Bake pointed 
out som e schools are paying $300 
to $500 more a year to instructors. 


A 2.8-mill levy for operating ex­ 
penses was adopted in W ellsville 
at the last general election. It was 
for operating expenses which in­ 
creased after the Daw Junior High 
and 
MacDonald 
Schools 
w e r e 
placed in use. 


A 2-mill levy will be up for re­ 
newal in 1959 and another levy for 
slightly over 4 m ills will be placed 
on the ballot for renewal in 1960.

Until something more tangible than a 100- 
million-dollar figure is mentioned, the Aswan 
Dam will have to be filed with that famous 
tidewater dam up in Maine — the one the 
New Deal always was threatening to build but 
never did,

new industry into the state. 
When Adams took over in ’51, 
just about the time he began pro­ 
moting Gen. Eisenhower for presi­ 
dent, he found plenty of time to 
call in the state’s most influential 
businessmen. 
They launched the New Hamp­ 
shire Business Development Corp. 


They looked at the ancient plants, 
some of which may have b e e n 
ram parts against the British, and 
encouraged new construction to re­ 
place the relics. 
In seven months they had 
a 
fund of four million dollars to pro­ 
mote the prosperity of the state. 
Today there are mighty few job­ 
less, especially for a textile work­ 
ers’ area. 
They point out the new plants 
as you drive by and tell you that 
Sherman Adams is mighty wel­ 
come back home.

Russians Get Ready To Interpret U.S. Vote 


The Russian radio stations prob­ 
ably have their scripts already 
written for the day after next 
week’s congressional election in the 
United States. 
All they have 
to do is to read 
t h e 
current 


polls and pub­ 
lic opinion sur­ 
veys published 
in the Ameri­ 
can press. 
T h e Soviet 
b r o a d c a s t 
doubtless 
will 
say that t h e David Lawrence 
American people, by giving t h e 
Democrats control of Congress by 
an even bigger margin than be­ 
fore, have repudiated the Eisen­ 
hower administration’s foreign pol­ 
icy. 
Despite the efforts to keep for­ 
eign policy out of the campaign, 
certain spokesmen of the Demo­ 
cratic party who are prominent 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee have publicly 
questioned the rights of the Presi­ 
dent to defend the Quemoy and 
Matsu islands and have called for 
congressional' action to checkmate 
the administration. 
The Communists in recent weeks 
have been playing along with their 
off-again-on-again cease-fire in the 
Far East but, with the American 
election over and the headlines tell­ 
ing of a big victory for the op­ 
position party in the United States, 
the Soviets will unquestionably pro­ 
claim in the Communist world and 
to the peoples of the neutralist 
countries that Mr. Eisenhower’s 
leadership has been disparaged by 
a majority of his own people. 
• 


. THIS POSSIBLE development 
was, of course, one of the rea­ 
sons why, even inside the Demo­ 
cratic party, leaders like former 
President Truman warned against 
making our Far Eastern policy an 
issue in the current campaign. 
Now, however, the fat is in the 
fire and the statements issued by 
other Democrats, plus the election 
results, will be construed as mean­ 
ing that the Far Eastern policy 
of the administration may be re­ 
versed. 
The big question is whether, aft­ 
er next week’s election, the Com­ 
munists will venture to test out or 
challenge the American govern­ 
ment’s position by making a mili­ 
tary effort to wrest the off-shore 
islands 
and 
possibly 
Formosa 
from the control of the Nationalist 
Chinese. 
This could be a miscalculation 
which might lead to the outbreak 
of a big war. 
The next two or three weeks, 
therefore, may prove a crucial 
time in American history because 
the Communists may decide soon 
whether they will press their ag­ 
gression now that “peace at any 
price” seems to be so popular in 
this country. 
Actually, so far as votes for in­ 
dividual congressmen or senators 
are concerned the outcome of the 


election will not have been Influ­ 
enced in any material degree by 
foreign policy. Congressional elec­ 
tions are primarily local and are 
affected 
mostly 
by 
economic 
issues. 
But the writers of the Soviet 
propaganda do not feel any obliga­ 
tion 
to analyze accurately the 
significance of American elections. 


THET EUROPEAN mind is ac­ 
customed anyhow to thinking in 
parliamentary terms. When the po­ 
litical party of a premier or prime 
minister is defeated in a general 
election, it usually m e a n s the 
downfall of that particular leader 
as well as his party. It is not as 
widely known in the world as it 
should be that the Constitution of 
the United States provides for a 
four-year term for the presidency 
and that for the next two years 
the Republican party will control 
the executive branch, with the pow­ 
er to conduct foreign relations. 
The assent of Congress is needed 
for treaties and appropriations. The 
cooperation of the Democratic par­ 
ty in the last two years on vital 
points of foreign policy will doubt­ 
less be continued in the coming 
session of Congress. 
The Communists, however, will 
describe the election results as 
meaning that the administration 
has lost a “vote of confidence” 
at the polls. This particular phrase 
has wide significance abroad. 


IT WILL BE necessary for some 
of the leaders of the Democratic 
party to begin preparing now to 
make statements pledging cooper­ 
ation w i t h the administration on 
foreign policy so as to offset the 
adverse effects of the Communist 
propaganda throughout the world. 
So far as countries like England 
are concerned, the amenities of 
courteous comment will be pre­ 
served, to be sure, but behind the 
scenes there will be gratification 
over the election results. For in 
Britain the Democratic party of 
the United States is considered the 
one that will spend generously, 
lend lavishly and send more Amer­ 
ican billions abroad than the Re­ 
publicans might be expected to do. 
Though they admire Ike, many 
of the British newspapers, for m a­ 
terialistic reasons, were hoping in 
both the 1952 and 1956 elections 
that Adlai Stevenson would win the 
presidency and some of them frank­ 
ly said so. 
What the world will think of 
the 
American 
election 
results 
doesn’t seem at present important 
to many voters in this country. Re­ 
sentments over high taxes, “ civil 
rights” issues and the economic 
recession unfortunately will sway 
the voters this time far more than 
any concern over the fact that, 
by their votes, they will be injur­ 
ing the prestige of their own coun­ 
try before the world. 
Materialism 
seems 
to 
have 
superseded idealism—and this, too, 
in an era which is supposed to 
have outgrown provincialism and 
to have achieved instead a world­ 
wide perspective.

It now has become as certain 
as things may be in the uncertain 
lives of men that there will be 
no Southern third party bolt in 
1960. 
The wish to bolt is strong. But 
it will be put down by the weight 
of political realities. 
The technique of nominating fa­ 
vorite sons and staying by them 
all the way is now the most fa­ 
vored convention plan. This may 
give way to a decision to concen­ 
trate on one cotton-south nominee 
and center all possible votes on 
him, refusing the routine plea to 
make it unanimous, once the na­ 
tional nominee is chosen. 
The first step of the planned 
technique would keep the dissent­ 
ers in the convention and make 
impossible any charge of bolting. 
The second step would be to 
withhold electoral votes from the 
party’s nominee by casting them 
in the meeting of the electoral col­ 
lege for the favorite sons or for a 
single Southern candidate, if such 


a decision replaces that of the 
multiple “favorites.” 
Sponsors of this strategy argue, 
with some logic, that while they 
might be charged with disloyalty 
or desertion they could not be in­ 
dicted for bolting or setting up a 
third party. 
Those who are bitterly and open­ 
ly at war with the national Demo­ 
cratic organization presently are 
determined to avoid a third-party 
label as if it were poison. This 
is natural. That is what it is. It 
is deadly poison to the political 
forces involved. 
It generally is understood that 
a bolt will not be forgiven as it 
was after the 1948 election. 
Unless the Democrats of the 
North and West fail to achieve 
unity 
in 
the 
convention, they 
should win without “favorite son” 
states. If they should wreck the 
party of the North and West, then 
the 
Republicans 
u n d e r 
Vice 
President Nixon will retain 
the 
White House. 
But no bolt or third party is in 
prospect.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. (AP) 
—The biggest underground atom­ 
ic explosion ever touched off by 
the 
United 
States 
blasted 
up 
through the top of a mesa today 
and shot a column of dirt more 
than 1,000 feet into the air. 


The shot rocked 
the 
ground 
where newsmen were stationed 
4Vi miles away and shook large 
boulders off the edge of the mesa. 
The completion of this test in a 
' tunnel left just one more to go 
today before the test deadline set 
by President Eisenhower at mid­ 
night tonight. 
Actually the deadline will be 4 
p m. here because that will be 
(midnight, Greenwich time. How 
long the ban remains in effect de­ 
pends on the outcome of talks be­ 


tween the United States, Britain, 
and the Soviet Union. 
The underground e x p I o s ion, 
Blanca, was touched off in a tun­ 
nel that had dug 2,600 feet into 
the side of a mound and under a 
mesa. 
The great column of dirt that 
spewed up, probably 500 feet thick, 
began subsiding five minutes later 
and drifting away. 
This explosion was rated as hav­ 
ing the force of 20,000 tons of TNT, 
the same power as the atomic 
bombs dropped on Japan in World 


War II. This force is equal to that 
of a 40-car trainload of TNT.

There have been 17 m ajor explo­ 
sion disasters in U. S. coal mines 
since Jan. I. 1948. with 14 of these 
occurring d u r i n g the October- 1 
March span. 
“ We know the most dangerous 
time for explosions is when the 
mines are drying out. the long pe­ 
riod from October through M arch." 
said Harry F Weaver, chief of the 
Division of Coal Mine Inspection. 
However, W eaver and other bu­ 
reau officials said there has been 
no conclusive determination that 


plosions more likely. 
They did point out that a 1954 
study at the Orient No. 2 mine at 
West Frankfort, 111., resulted in a 
bureau warning that additional pre­ 
cautions should be taken against 
explosive m ethane gas when the 
barom eter is falling. On Dec. 21. 
1951 in the Orient No. 2 mine 119 
m iners were killed in an explo­ 
sion.

(AP) — A 
group of Negroes go into U.S. 
District Court today in an effort 
to have Birmingham’s bus segre­ 
gation ordinance declared uncon­ 
stitutional.

Birmingham Transit Co. were ar­ 
rested in a mass demonstration 
against a bus segregation ordi­ 
nance in December 1956. 
Since then, city commissioners 
have repealed the ordinance which 
provided for separate seating of 
Negroes and white persons. But 
they replaced it with one making 
the transit company responsible 
for maintaining segregation. 
The Negroes earlier this week 
filed an amendment to their court 
suit seeking to include the new 
ordinance. Federal Judge H. Ho­ 
bart Grooms will be asked to rule

Grooms is expected to be asked 
to throw out the suit, since the 
original ordinance no longer ex­ 
ists.

Negro leaders have accused city 
officials of subterfuge in adopting 
the new ordinance, which author­ 
izes bus drivers to assign seats, 
although the law makes no men­ 
tion of race. 
Signs on city buses ask Negro 
passengers to sit in rear seats, I 
just as was the custom under the 
old bus segregation ordinance.

Jennings Randolph, candidate for 
the short-term U. S. Senate seat; 
at stake in Tuesday’s election, said 
last night in Hinton that West VT 
gmia has had a chronic unemploy­ 
ment problem too long. 
“West Virginia has long br ;n the 
state among all the 48 states with 
the highest percentage of its labor 
force unemployed,” Randolph re­ 
marked. 
The three other Senate ho; efuls 
kept up their accelerated campaign 
paces last night. Republican Sen­ 
ators Chapman Revercomb a n d 
John D. Hoblitzell Jr. appeal d in 
St. Albans near Charleston, while 
Rep. Robert C. Byrd tD-WVa) was 
at Wrelch. 
Hoblitzell is Randolph s 
ppo- 
nent, while the veteran Rever­ 
comb and Byrd are battling for 
the six-year term at stake in this 
state. 
Randolph said that coordinated 
efforts by government and private 
enterprise must be carried for­ 
ward to provide new and diversi­ 
fied industry for West Virginia, 
and that programs s h o u l d be 
placed in effect to greatly increase 
the purchasing power of farmers 
and small business operators. 
Hoblitzell said he voted on leg­ 
islative measures while in the Sen­ 
ate this year with a prime consid­ 
eration of the federal government's 
ability to meet its financial obli­ 
gations and keep down the national 
debt. He added that he voted for 
many measures “to alleviate suf­ 
fering and to help the needy and 
aged.” 
The junior senator said he sup­ 
ported measures to increase Social 
Security bene: ts and to provide 
additional benefits under the fed­ 
eral - state unemployment compen­ 
sation program He nit ntioned sup­ 
porting increased funds proposed 
to construct hospitals and nursing 
homes under the Hill-Burton Act. 
Hoblitzell said he also supported 
such proposed legislation as in­ 
creased railroad retirement be le- 
fits, liberalization of many veter­ 
ans benefits, the omnibus housing 
bill 
and measures 
encouraging 
small business and industry. 
Revercomb remarked that in re­ 
cent years a problem has arisen! 
over the difficulty of men a n d 
women past 45, or even 40 years 
of age. to obtain employment in 
new work. 
“Both government and private 
industry have a responsibility to 
do a1! they can to provide greater 
job opportunities for older • rk- 
trs,” he said. 
“Men and women of these ages, 
fortified with experience, are jften 


in the most capable years of their 
lives.” 
Revercomb emphasized wo sur­ 
veys to support his contention. 
Byrd said West Virginia’s do­ 
mestic indust'ies are in distress 
“as a result of the national ad­ 
ministration’s mismanagement of 
the reciprov.i trade program and 
its misguided policies.”
